Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's amendment effectively changes the 
scope of invention by amending the claim to recite publishing an "organization's" requirements. These new limitations raise new issues in 
the claims that would require further search and consideration. Because Applicant has directed their arguments to the newly amended 
claims, these arguments are moot as the amendment has not been entered. 

Additionally, Regarding the rejection of claims 11-20 under 35 USC 101, Applicant has amended claim 11 to include storing and 
executing the electronic publication, contending that the amendment to claim 1 1 overcomes this rejection. The Examiner, however, 
disagrees. The electronic publication, in accordance with the specification, is simply a mere arrangement of data such as categorized 
buyer requirements and information fields such as name, description, etc. The electronic publication has no functional interrelation to the 
computer system itself: In other words, the electronic publication is a mere presentation of data that has been stored. It is unclear from the 
specification that the publication is being "executed" in a manner such as a program.; rather, the term "exec uted" parallels the aspect of 
displaying in the specification. Simply reciting in the claim language that the publication is "stored and executed" does not make it 
statutory subject matter. Thereby, the rejection of claims 11-20 under 35 USC 101 is maintained.. 
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
